VICTORIA, BC., Dec —Hon, William Atkinson, minister of agri- 
culture, declared Thursday that his circular letter to his field staff, request- 
ing it to dispense with spats and canes, had been entirely misinterpreted. 

“This communication was entirely a departmental matter between me 
and the field officials,” he explained. “It was not intended in any sens¢ 
s a criticism of any cfficial nor, of course, was it suggested for a moment 
that any man cerrying a cane on account of physical disability should be 
deprived of it. The purpose of the communication was summarized in this 
paragraph: 

“In a time such as this, when criticism is being directed against the 
department of the government for transportation costs and other expenses 
in connection with government services, it is desirab'e that cause for un- 
favorable comment such us above mentioned should be studiously avoided.”

THE TRANSIENTS’ RETURN 

The “transient” again with us, 
numbers. With the close of harvest and 
threshing and other seasonal employment 
in the country, single unemployed men 
have been flocking to town in such num- 
bers that the registration has been stop- 
ped and the civic officials say something 
will have to be done to return many of 
them to the places from which they came. 

Calgary papers report a similar influx 
into that city, and announce that the me al 
ticket system is to be abolished there and 
a municipal soup kitchen opened where 
meals will be supplied, bed tickets being is- 
sued as usual. Other centres are probably 
experiencing a like in-gathering of non- 
residents for whom there is no longer em- 
ployment at outside points. 

That the cities cannot undertake to 
provide for an indefinite number of tran- 
sients is plain enough, even with the mea- 
sure of assistance given by the Dominion 
and Provincial Governments, The drain 
upon the taxpayers is too heavy, and the 
task of housing and feeding some thous- 
ands of men, in addition to needy residents 
of the community, is in itself a formidable

one. 
Hungry men must be fed. Homeless 


men must not be left to suffer in the 
streets. Upon that point there will be and 
should be agreement. What the situation 
seems to require is that the federal and 
provincial authorities take a share not 
only in meeting the expense but in making 
and carrying out arrangements to take de- 
cent care of the transient at minimum ex- 


pense, 


RAILWAYMEN VERSUS MOTOR 
TRUCKS 

The conciliation board recommend a 
ten per cent cut in the wages of men en- 
gaged in the running trades on the rail- 
ways. The spokesmen of the men refuse 
to accept the cut. In an earlier day this 
demand and refusal would set the stage for 
a threatened strike and a possible tie-up of 
railway service. Fortunately we appear 
to have passed out of that era of ‘‘club and 
fang,” and it may be assum:d that the 
trains will continue to run, whatever 
comes of the proposal. 

This disagreement is not at all in the 
nature of a private fight between the rail- 
ways and their employees. It is very 
much and very immediately a matter of 
public concern, The Canadian National is 
losing money. The C, P. R. is not earning 
enough to pay interest on the investment. 
The credit of Canada abroad, and the cre- 
dit of every enterprise in Canada is affect- 
ed by that condition. 

To illustrate the point: what man with 
sense could be induced to lend money to 
build new railway lines while this state of 
affairs is known to exist? Or what chance 
is there of getting fresh capital for the 
creation or development of any sort of en- 
terprise in any part of the Dominion that 
is dependent upon railway extension? 
Railway service is an essential to industry 
and business; and railway service cannot 
be extended, nor continued indefinitely, at 
less than cost. The railways will have to 
be rescued from their predicament and 
given a fair chance to pay their way. 

That this is to be done, should or can 
be done, by slashing wages, is a quite dif- 
ferent proposition. Before that is accept- 
ed as the one remedy, or the most desirable 
remedy, there are some other factors to be 
considered. 

The root fact of the matter is that the 
railways are being bled to death by loss 
of traffic and of the revenue they formerly 
drew from traffic. In part that is due to 
the depression and the lessened volume of 
general freight that is being shipped. But 
in part it is also due to the appearance of 
the motor truck and the motor bus as 
active competitors with the railways for 
such traffic as remains. The railways 
have to an appalling extent already lost 
the short haul traffic, both passenger and 
freight, to these rivals. And the highway 
carriers are steadily and everywh re leng- 
thening their runs and appropriating traf- 
fic of both classes which cannot be proner- 
ly called short haul. Unless some shift is 
made, the railways five years trom now 
wi'! be doing nothing but long haul busi- 
NCsSs 


That does not look ‘ike a menace that 
«an be avoided by the simple expedient 
of slashing the pay of the railwuymen. It

This again brings out the public irter- 
est in the situation; and suggests that 
wage-cutting could do nothing more than 
postpone the day when Government and 
parliament will have to face the problem 
of bringing the railways’ rivals under some 
regulation that will prevent them robbing 
the railways of the traffic these were built 
to handle and from the handling of which 
they must draw the revenue to meet their 
expenses and warrant their cost to the 
public and to private investors. That 
problem may better be tackled now than 
later. 

Perhaps the deadlock over the wage- 
cutting proposal will compel parliament to 
deal with this subject at the coming ses- 
sion. The motor truck having driven 
thousands of railwaymen out of employ- 
ment and forced the railways to apply for 
a widely effective wage cut, the railway- 
men may now in turn force parliament to 
take the motor truck in hand.

When the economic life of a nation 
passing through a phase of insta- 
bility, it is but matural that the idea 
of stabilization should bulk large in

The danger always is that we shall] 
centre out atten‘ion upon stabilization 
when our minds should be busy with

As now we look ahead to post- 
depression days it will be helpful to} 
review what we thought when, in war 
days, we looked ahead to the post-war | 
days 

In the dire days of the war, we 
looked ahead to the post-war period 
with high resolutions of profound 
ocial reconstruction 

We were in the prow of the boat | 
with the spray of the future beating | 
against our faces, and in our cyes 
could be read the determination to 
build a post-war world infinitely bet- 
ter than the pre-war world had been. 

But once the war Was over, we went 
scurrying back to the ancient shelters 
instead of building new ones. 

Oppressed by the prevailing inse- 
curity of things, by the prevasive un- | 
settiement of mén’s minds and af-| 
fairs, we clutched at the idea of sec- 
urity and our interest in reconstruc- 
tion was swamped by a concérn for 
restoration. 


Interest in social evolution was 
Superseded by interest in social 
equilibrium. } 


Bonar Law offefed England a policy 
of “tranquility.” 

Warren Harding offered the United 
States a policy of “normalcy.” 

Post-war politics, pretty generally 
throughout the western world, played 
for political stabilization imstead of 
social reconstruction. 

Equilibrium is essentia] in the life 
of a people, but equilibrium, stability, 
tranquility, call it what you will, is 
not a thing to be achieved by driving 
solely for it, but a thing that comes 
as a by-product as statesmaniike ad- 
justments and readjustments. 

Badgering Bonar Law, that witty 
Welshman, Lloyd George, said, “But 
my dear Mr. Bonar Law, tranquility 
fs not a policy; it is a yawn.” 

Because everywhere mcn thought of 
nothing but tranquility, stability, re- 
turn to nomalcy, and so on, those 
early post-war years were berren of 
socially creative action and left the 
western nations headed towards the 
confusion and unsettlement that now 
harass them. 

When we talk of stabilization now, 
it is well to remember this post-war 
history. The economic stabilization we 
want is an economic stabilization that 
comes as a natura] result of economic 
reconstruction, not an artificial paci- 
fication of troubled business waters,

Have you noticed in the sports 
pages the last few days how many 
squawks have come out of Montreal 
anent the appointment of Howie 
Milne, of Regina, as judge of play 
in the Roughrider-Winged Wheeler 
Dominion football final to be played 
on the morrow?
